GOP  Claim  California; 
Absentee  Ballots  Give 
Nixon  12,000  Margin 

SACRAMENTO,  CALIF.,  Nov.  17  (UPI)— Republicans 
claimed  California  for  Richard  M.  Nixon  today  on  the  stren- 
gth of  a last-minute  surge  of  absentee  ballots  that  wiped 
out  a 35,000  vote  lead  once  held  by  President-elect  Kennedy. 

With  only  a few  thousand  votes  remaining  to  be  counted 
out  of  a total  of  more  than  6.4  million  cast,  Nixon’s  lead  was 
so  slim  the  final  results  may  depend  on  an  official  canvass 
and  certification  due  by  mid-December  from  the  Secretary 
of  State's  office.

in  one’s  relationship  with  the 
Father  and  with  Jesus  Christ. 

THE  THIRD  faith  he  stressed 
was  faith  in  the  Church.  “Nev- 
er judge  the  Church  by  the  mis- 
deeds or  imperfections  of  mqn,” 
he  cautioned.  Bishop  Isaacson 
said  he  wished  everyone  could 
have  the  faith  of  the  missionary 
who  was  asked  if  he  thought 
that  anything  could  change  his 
mind  about  the  Church.  The  boy 
replied  emphatically  t hat  no- 
body could. 

“Have  faith  in  yourself,”  he 
continued.  “There  is  little  that 
you  cannot  accomplish  with  the 
help  of  God.”  Despondency  and 
discouragement  are  not  of  the 
Lord,  so  Bishop  Isaacson  urged 
that  students  pray  that  they  may 
have  the  strength  to  live  above 
them.  “We  make'  mistakes,  but 
we  need  not  live  with  those  mis- 
takes,” he  added. 

BISHOP  ISAACSON  also  en- 
couraged students  to  plan  their 
lives.  It  is  disastrous  not  to 
plan,”  he  said. 

Prepare  for  the  disappoint- 
ments and  problems  of  life,  he 
continued.  He  said  the  vital 
question  is  “how  do  we  face  our  j 
problems.  It  is  our  duty  to  pre- 1 
pare  for  them.” 


IF  NIXON  finally  is  awarded 
California’s  32  electoral  votes,  it 
will  have  no  bearing  on  Ken- 
nedy’s election.  But  jubilant  Re- 
publicans hailed  Nixon's  last- 
minute  comeback  as  further 
proof  he  cannot  be  overlooked 
as  a Presidential  prospect  in 
1964  and  possibly  a candidate 
for  governor  in  his  home  state 
in  1962. 

The  loss  of  California  would 
cut  Kennedy’s  electoral  vote  to- 
tal to  300 — 31  more  than  the 
majority  of  269  needed  for  elec- 
tion. The  electoral  votes  will  be 
cast  in  the  50  state  capitals  Dec- 
ember 15. 

IN  THE  nationwide  popular 
vote,  with  more  than  99  per  cent 
of  the  votes  tallied,  it  appeared 
that  neither  Kennedy  nor  Nixon 
had  won  an  absolute  majority. 
Kennedy  was  leading  Nixon  by 
247,579  out  of  67,989.594  votes 
counted,  but  he  had  only  49.87 
per  cent  of  the  total  vote.  Nixon 
j had  49.50  per  cent,  and  others 
! 0.63  per  cent. 

Patrick  J.  Hillings,  chairman 
I of  the  GOP  in  Los  Angeles 
j county,  telegraphed  the  news  to 
Nixon  and  urged  him  to  run  for 
| governor  against  the  Democratic 
! incumbent,  Edmund  G.  Brown, 
in  1962. 

i Hillings  said  he  would  try  to 
arrange  a meeting  between  the 
Vice  President  and  top  GOP 
state  and  county  leaders  to  im- 
press on  Nixon  “the  necessity 
for  his  continuing  on  as  the  Re- 
publican national  leader.” 

ROGER  KENT,  Democratic 
state  party  chairman,  said  about 
the  last  minute  change  in  the 
trend: 

“As  far  as  I am  concerned 
with  25,000  votes  left  to  count 
and  Nixon  leading  by  12,500,  I 
concede.” 

V.  John  Krehbiel,  Republican 
state  chairman,  hailed  the  re- 
sults as  a “tremendous  victory.” 

“It  does  mean  Mr.  Nixon  is  in 
a very  strong  position  in  Calif- 
ornia which  has  more  registered 
Democrats  than  Republicans.” 
Krehbiel  said. 

“I'm  not  saying  whether  I 
think  he  should  run  for  gover- 
nor in  1962  or  President  in  1964. 
That’s  for  him  to  say.  But  if  he 
did  decide  to  run.  I would  say 
it  would  be  very  desirable — he’s 
my  candidate.” 

A UPI  TALLY'  lacking  only 
about  20.000  absentee  votes  but 
including  a semiofficial  final 
count  from  heavily-populated 
Los  Angeles  county  gave  Nixon 
3.223.059,  Kennedy  3.209,567. 
Nixon’s  lead  was  13.492. 

Kennedy,  in  a tally  of  the 
more  than  6.2  million  regular 
ballots  cast  at  the  polls  Nov.  8, 
pulled  ahead  by  35,455. 

BUT  THEN  the  count  of  more  ! 
than  225,000  absentee  ballots 
began  in  the  state’s  58  counties. 

While  the  absentees  tradition- 
ally favor  GOP  candidates,  Nix-  j 
on  polled  a startling  60-plus  per  : 
cent  of  the  absentee  vote.

WITH  A VACANT  EYE 

Newspapers  are  not  performing  their  function  as 
they  should,  said  William  F.  Smart,  edutorial  page  ed- 
itor of  the  Deseret  News  during  the  25th  annual  high 
school  journalism  workshop  sponsored  recently  at  BYU. 

Reason:  the  public  is  not  demanding  enough  of 
them.  Actually,  he  said,  both  the  public  and  the  news- 
papers are  to  blame  for  the  mediocrity  which  we  find 
in  our  most  powerful  organs  of  opinion. 

HE  BACKED  UP  HIS  statement  with  these  mel- 
ancholy facts: 

— There  are  two  to  two  and  a half  adults  reading  the 
comic  pages  for  every  one  who  reads  the  editorial 
page  of  their  newspaper. 

— For  every  man  who  reads  the  front  page,  two  read 
only  the  sports  page 

— The  women  also  are  not  without  blame.  For  every 
woman  who  reads  the  front  page,  two  turn  to  the 
society  page  for  their  news. 

— The  least-read  comic  strip  run  in  the  Deseret  News 
is  that  masterpiece  of  satire,  Pogo.  The  most  popular 
comis  among  adults?  Nancy,  a cartoon  drawn  for  a 
third  grade  mind. 

MR.  SMART  CHALLENGED  the  high  school  stu- 
dents to  demand  more  from  their  newspapers  and  tele- 
vision stations  than  their  parents  had  been  asking.  At 
present  both  these  media  are  very  shoddy  in  their  cov- 
erage of  important  events,  he  said;  and  the  reason  is 
that  people  would  rather  stare  with  vacant  -eyes  and 
minds  at  aJDristan  ad  than  stimulate  their  intellects. 

THE  REAL  DANGER  in  this  he  summed  up  in 
the  History  of  Man  in  10  steps : 

From  bondage  to  spiritual  faith ; 

From  spiritual  faith  to  courage ; • 

From  courage  to  freedom ; 

From  freedom  to  physical  abundance ; 

From  physical  abundance  to  selfishness ; 

From  selfishness  to  complacency ; 

From  complacency  to  apathy ; 

From  apathy  to  fear ; 

From  fear  to  dependency ; 

And,  finally,  from  dependency  back  to  bondage. 


ABOUT  THAT  FUND  DRIVE 

Through  dark  furnace  rooms  they  wend  their  way 
to  strange  basement  apartments.  They  step  in  mud, 
freeze  hands  and  feet,  and  probably  study  all  night. 

“THEY”  ARE  the  crew  collecting  class  Fund  Drive 
donations  this  week.  And  many  times,  to  the  easily  said 
“No”  of  many  students,  they  are  discouraged  with  the 
task  of  collecting  money  for  class  gifts. 

Perhaps  the  trouble  all  classes  have  had  in  collect- 
ing money  is  because  students  do  not  understand  the 
purposes  of  the  Fund  Drive.

Governor  Replies 


Dear  Don: 

Thank  you  for  enclosing  a re- 
cent clipping  which  appeared  as 
an  editorial  in  the  Daily  Uni- 1 
verse,  Oct.  27,  1960.  The  gist  of: 
the  editorial  was  a protest ; 
against  Utah  voting  -laws  which 
require  that  a person,  in  order  > 
to  vote  in  Utah,  must  be  a resi- ; 
dent  of  the  state  for  at  least  one 
year,  and  the  county  in  which 
he  votes  for  four  months,  and  a 
resident  of  his  precinct  for  60 
days. 

Before  commenting  on  these 
state  regulations,  let  me  explain  \ 
to  you  the  theory  behind  them. ; 
When  they  were  established  it : 
was  with  the  -notion  that  a per- 1 
son,  in  order  to  come-  into  Utah ! 
and  vote  for  our  governor,  and ! 
congressional  and  senatorial  of- 
fices, should  have  lived  within 
the  state  for  at  least  a year,  or 
how  else  could  he  know  the  per- 
sonalities and  the  issues  in-  j 
volved? 

ALSO,  IT  was  felt  that  it 
would.be  unfair  to  have  a person 
who  had  perhaps  lived  in  Sevier 
County  for  20  years,  and  who 
would  normally  be  quite  well  j 
acquainted  with  persons  running  I 
for  county  commissioner  and  oth" 
er  offices  in  his  own  county, 
move  to  Utah  County  and  live 
there  for  maybe  30  days  and 
still  be  as  eligible  to  vote  for 
county  offices  there  as  a person 
who  had  lived  in  Utah  County 
for  20  years. 

Obviously,  such  a person  has 
no  opportunity  to  acquaint  him- 
self with  local  issues  and  local 
requirements  as  pertain  to  Utah 
voters.  I personally  thing  that 
they  are  not  too  objectionable, 
and  that  the  reasons  for  these 
requirements  are,  in  the  main, 
valid. 

LET  US  TAKE  a hypothetical 
case  and  assume  that  one  of  our 
new  industries  in  October  had 
transferred  in  from  California 
300  new  people,  and  Utah  vot- 
ing laws  permitted  them  to  vote. 
These  theoretical  300  transfer- 
ees would  have  only  a few  weeks 
to  acquaint  themselves  with  our 
candidates  for  congress,  gover- 
nor, and  all  of  the  local  county 
officials. 

In  most  cases  they  would  vote 
blindly,  and  do  so  in  an  unin- 
formed way.  I think  the  princi- 
pal of  requiring  a person  to  live 
within  the  county  for  a reason- 
able length  of  time  is  good,  and 
certainly  it  is  a good  idea  to  have 
a person  who  is  going  to  partici- 
pate in  state  elections  be  a resi- 
dent of  the  state  for  a reasonable 
period. 

I DO  THINK,  however,  that 
it  might  be  reasonable  to  reduce 
the  one  year  residency  require- 
ment in  Utah.  Perhaps  it  would 
not  be  necassary  to  require  peo- 
ple that  live  in  the  state  live 
there  a full  year.  I have  no  idea, 
however,  whether  the  State  Leg- 
islature would  be- amendable  to 
such  „a  suggestion. 

I am  pleased  that  you  and 
your  staff  take  an  interest  in 
these  problems.  It  was  a pleas- 
ure to  hear  from  you.

Number  of  Renting  Students  Grows 


Students  renting  in  the  Provo 
community  have  increased  from 
3400  in  1953  to  4611  this  semes- 
ter, a gain  of  36  per  cent  in 
eight  years,  according  to  Presi- 
dent Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  of 
Brigham  Young  University. 

But  even  with  rapid  commun- 
ity'rental  construction,  the  vast 
growth  of  the  studentbody  has 
required  the  university  to  enter 
a major  campus  housing  program 
during  the’  same  period.  BYU 
has  added  accommodations  for 
about  1500  women  in  Heritage 
Halls  and  about  1600  men  in 
Helaman  Halls  during  these 
years.  Students  housed  on  cam- 
pus total  3982. 

SINCE  1953,  when  the  BYU 
listing  and  housing  standards 
procedures  were  set  up,  enroll-  j 
ments  have  increased  from  6618 
to  well  over  10,000  this  fall. 

Extremely  conservative  esti- 
mates show  that  students  pay 
each  year  approximately  $1,- 
500,000  in  rent  charges  to  land- 
lords in  the  community. 

PRES.  WILKINSON  said  that 
in  the  last  seven  years  major  j 
renovations  and  repairs  have 
been  made  in  most  student  rental ! 
situations.  He  commended  the 
landlords  for  their  cooperative ! 
spirit. 

Real  estate  management  ad- ' 
visers  indicate  a healthy  market 
exists  when  there  are  some  va-  i 
cancies  to  permit  exchange  of  j 
properties.  About  a 10  to  15  per 
cent  vacancy  factor  can  still  pro- 
vide good  business  opportunity 
in  renting,  according  to  Fred  A. 
Schwendiman,  BYU  housing  di- 
rector.

DURING  THE  PAST  seven 
years,  this  factor  has  shown  up 
in  Provo  as  follows:  1954,  eight 
per  cent  1955,  four  per  cent;

Mr.  Schwendiman  said  that 
each  year  BYU  housing  office  as- 
sists more  than  1000  landlords  to 
fill  their  rental  accommodations. 

CAMPUS  HOUSING  is 
usually  committed  very  early 
each  spring.  From  May  through 


the  summer  months,  the  residen- 
tial housing  office  sends  personal 
letters,  brochures,  pamphlets  and 
special  materials  on  community 
renting  to  students  and  their 
parents.
